Function, ro that Divine Employment, Level there 
fore your Afpiting Mind; Imitate your Humble 
Mafter ( for he was Meek and Low/y) be Content 
at Prefent with Moderate Preferment : And let an 
Ho'y, an Unblemifhr Life, a Diligenr, a Conftanc 
Application, to your Proper Smdies ; a Faithful, a 
Conieiencious Difcharge of fo Sacred an Office ; 
let Thefe be your Advocates for a more Confider- 
able Advancement.

2. Iris a common Obfervation, that Many Per- 
fons are Ignorant of their own Strength for want of 
Will and Inclination to Exertit And what is Ob- 
ferv’d of Many in one fenfe; is Applicable to All 
( who are not Phrenerical.) in Another, For Mad- 
men are hurried on with a more Intenfe Inclinati- 
on and Eagerne{s to what they are abour, than Se- 
dater Perfons ate capable of. And as they frequent 
ly abound with more Spirits ro fupply the Nerves; 
{o the forefaid Eagerne{s makesa larger quantity of 
them to flow eut of the Containing Veflels into the 
Relaxing Nerves. 

Hence it is, that Perfons in a Fright are often 
oblerv’d to Perform wonders, For their Eagernefs 
of Defire either to defend themfelves fram Ap- 
proaching Evils, or Refcue themfelves from Sur- 
rounding Dangers, makes them Exere their Vigor 
in a morethan Ufnal manner, And as the Frights 
they are in, puts the whole mafs of blood into an 
Uncommon ferment, fo it Confequently generates 
a greater quantity of Spirits.

But when the Fright 
or Pailion we are in does not Ferment, but Con- 
geal the blood (as they often do) they do not En- 
creafe but Deftroy the Spirirs ; whence Confequent- 
ly our Cuftomeary Vigor immediately abates,and we 
are utterly Incapable of performing any thing. And 
therefore Perfons under fuch Circumftances have 
feem'd as it were to be Metamorphos'd into Sta- 
Tues.
